High School Graduates Have 
Opportunity In Flight Training 
T 
HE change in U. S. Air 
Force 
policy 
opening flight training to high school 
graduates offers a grand opportunity for 
young men to enter this field of training 
that was not previously available to them 
unless they possessed a college education. 
Not all branches of flight training are 
available to high school graduates but the 
filed covers a wide range of specialties, in­ 
ducting navigator, bombardier, 
arm am ent 
officer, radar intercept officer, etc. About 
the only field presently unavailable is pilot 
training. 
The change in the regulations apparently 
developed because the Air Force was not 
getting sufficient qualified men 
to 
meet 
their requirements in officer rank#* other 
than for pilot training. 
In changing their requirem ents 
to

clude applicants with a high school educa­ 
tion. the Air Force is not necessarily low­ 
ering its standards. The screening of appli­ 
cants undoubtedly will be .strict but there 
are a large num ber of bright young men 
w ho can qualify.

from the pool of high school graduates and 
these young men made a great record un­ 
der combat conditions.

Driver Practice 
Is Good Sense 
P 
ILOTS have said it s easier and safer to 
drive an airplane than 
a 
car. 
That 
shouldn’t be true, but it probably is. 
The principal reason is that the pilot is 
about a thousand times better trained for 
his job than is the auto driver. That, plus 
the fact the pilot follows the regulations. 
Most earthbound drivers don’t. 
We’re not going into the much-preaehed- 
about need for every car driver to follow 
th basic rules— proper hand signals, stay­ 
ing within speed limits, obeying the center 
line markings on the highway. The driver 
who doesn’t know and do those things can’t 
be appealed to through reason, anyway. 
What we’d like to hit on here are some 
things above and beyond the fundamentals 
—matters of driving technique whose m as­ 
tery can be both a source of 
stimulating 
interest, and a life saver. 
For instance, have you ever thought out 
in advance what you’d do at the top of a 
hill if you were abruptly confronted with 
tw'o cars coming at you abreast, one pass­ 
ing the other, on a tw'o-lane highway? 
The next time you’re driving through the 
country imagine such a situation occurring 
at the top of every hill you go over. Look 
ahead and see what you would do if it hap­ 
pened, remembering that a head-on crash 
is probably the most deadly accident of all. 
Is there a deep cut at the top of the hill 
with steep banks on each side of the road? 
If so, it might be a good idea to steer off 
the road and shoot up the bank on the right 
at a 40-degree angle. Your car might roll 
over, but in all probability that would be 
better than colliding head -011 with the car 
coming at you. 
Or maybe heavy trees are growing 
on 
both sides of the road at the top of the hill. 
Hitting one of the trees would be almost 
as bad as hitting the other car. In that case, 
you’ll probably wrant to cut 
your 
speed 
sharply before you get to the crest. Just in 
case. 
Rolling along at 60 miles an hour, im a­ 
gine from time to time that 
you 
have 
a 
blow-out. With no one coming toward you, 
and a deep ditch on the right, you’d prob­ 
ably try to hold the car in the center of the 
road and ride it out, remembering to keep 
your foot off the brake. 
But w'hat if the blow-out sets your car 
to weaving violently and you are meeting 
other cars? If there’s anything like 
open, 
level ground to the right, you may want to 
leave the road and head for the open spaces 
instead of running the risk of weaving over 
into the path of the oncoming cars.

Mother of Today Is Safer 


In Childbirth Than Ever

The mother of today is safer in childbirth 
and less likely to Sutter severely than evei 
before in the history of the world. 
Only 75 years ago child-bearing was 
a 
risky business- childbed fever was Wide­ 
spread and highly fatal, blood transfusion 
which now saves so many lives was non­ 
existent, and Caesarean section 
was 
too 
dangerous to contemplate. 
Today, in the United States, fewer than 
tw'o mothers die in each thousand deliver­ 
ies, and this can be even further reduced as 
facilities are extended. Not so 
long 
ago 
most babies weie born in the home. Today 
moie than four out of five are born in a 
hospital, and this ratio is even higher in 
the cities. 
This change is partly responsible for the 
great improvement 
because 
many 
safe­ 
guards have ben built up in good hospitals 
for maternity care, and, obviously, hospi­ 
tals and their facilities can offer 
aid 
iii 
emergencies of many mothers. 
This is particularly true, 
perhaps, 
for 
blood transfusion 
which 
can 
be 
given 
promptly in a hospital for all bleeding in 
delivery which formerly 
took 
so 
many 
lives. 
Equally gratifying has been the 
great 
improvement in the results of Caesarean 
section, th f t kind of operative delivery in 
winch the baby to taken directly from the 


womb. Tile methods of 
performing 
this 
operation and the skill w'ith which 
it 
is 
done have so improved 
that 
in 
many 
places thousands of operations have been 
reported without a single 
death 
to 
the 
mother. 
But it is not only in saving the lives of 
mothers during childbirth 
that 
progress 
has been made. The pains of giving birth 
have through all history been viewed with 
varying amounts of dread as the date ap­ 
proached. This fear is no longer justified. 
KEAR INCREASES PAIN 
Fear itself tends to increase the pains of 
labor, and consequently, the establishment 
of a calm approach to this natural event is 
to be cultivated by both prospective moth­ 
er and physician alike. Increased recogni­ 
tion to abolishing tenseness as labor 
ap­ 
proaches is one of the advances of recent 
years. 


But today, also, the mother in childbirth 
does not have to rely on calmness and for­ 
titude alone .since many excellent methods 
of reducing the pain are available. It is not 
necessary for the mother to try to select 
her favorite pain-reliever as the result of 
gossip because several methods are almost 
equally good and the physician in charge 
of delivery can suit it to the occasion and 
hrs own experience

W ASHINGTON— It went

tions bill forcing the Army to give Moore 
still another star before it can spend any 
money next year. 
Army generals admit privately that they 
would like to get rid of Moore, but they are 
afraid of his powerful friends in the sen­ 
ate. As long as he can ingratiate himself 
with senators, it looks as if his job is se­ 
cure. If his present promotion rate keeps 
up maybe he’ll be the nation s first five- 
star messenger, 
IN* CONGRESSIONAL CLOAKROOMS 
Best job of GOP leadership has been in 
the house. Speaker Joe Martin and Charley 
Halleck of Indiana have held 
tight 
grip 
over G O P-ers— better than the Democrats 
did over their house forces under Truman 
. . . Republican leadership in the 
senate 
w ithout Taft has been shaky. Knowland of 
California is nice but not overly* skilled.

Eisenhower’s late-hour proposal to 
boost the federal debt ceiling to 
290 billion dollars cleared its first 
congressional 
hurdle 
today.

House Ways and M eans Commit­ 
tee approved it 17-6 
It was the first step in a tense, 
rapid-fire drive by adm inistration 
forces to push across the storm- 
pfovoking request in the closing 
hours or days of this congressional 
session. 
House leaders planned to rush 
the bill through the rules com m it­ 
tee and seek a House vote later 
today. Republican chieftains con­ 
fidently predicted — and Demo­ 
crats generally agreed—it would 
sail through overwhelmingly. 
But there is fierce opposition in 
the Senate, and the issue threw’ a 
cloud of doubt over plans to ad­ 
journ Congress this week. How­ 
ever, there were signs at least 
some of the Senate opposition to 
the President’s plea was w aver­ 
ing. 
Chairm an Daniel A. Reed (R- 
NY) announced the House com­ 
m ittee voted approval for a bill, 
drafted by him, to increase the 
debt ceiling from 275 to 290 bil­ 
lion dollars. The action cam e after 
Secretary of the T reasury Hum­ 
phrey and Budget D irector Joseph 
Dodge presented the adm inistra­ 
tion’s case in a closed m eeting.

He couldn’t find a spot he liked, 
upon which to build his house, so he persuaded a friendly 
neighbor to s e ll him 400 acres adjoining as a home site. The 
price paid, according to an old deed, was "H e n ry Heather- 
bourn’s biggest bowl of Arrack punch.” The Colonel now had 
1400 acres and, in 1757, built the house in which Thomas 
was born. Thomas inherited the house but, while he was 
absent in 1770, it burned to the ground and, with it, every 
precious book and document in his valuable library.

growing fiber plant that looks like 
a hollyhock and is distantly rein­ 
ed to both cotton and okra, may
